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Dear Sir: 

In the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, the Examiner's 
characterization of the subject matter of claim 12 is somewhat unclear and in some 
instances appears to mention limitations that are not in claim 12. Objection is taken to 
any mischaracterization of the subject matter of claim 12 that extends beyond that 
which is clearly set forth in claim 12, namely a system for applying an element to a 
living body, comprising: a) a device for physically altering a part of the living body to 
prepare and/or produce a connection between said element and said living body; and 
b) a position detection device (I) for detecting a position of said device for physically 
altering a part of the living body to prepare and/or produce a connection between said 
element and said living body, and (ii) for detecting a position of said living body, wherein 
plural markers are applied to said device for physically altering for three-dimensional 
tracking of said device for physically altering.
